Hon.  M.  Blair,  Postmaster  General— Hear  Sir :  I 
have  read  the  letter  which  you  sent  to  the  great  anti¬ 
slavery  meeting  held  in  New  York  6th  last  month  ; 
and  I  have  read  it  with  the  respect  due  to  its  distin¬ 
guished  author,  and  with  my  ever  deep  interest  in  the 
subjects  of  which  it  treats. 

You  evidently  foresee  the  speedy  death  of  American 
slavery.  It  will  he  as  sure  as  speedy.  The  nation 
will  not  let  it  live  to  become  the  cause  of  another 
war.  One  such  reckoning-day  for  the  crime  of  slave¬ 
holding  as  is  this  day  of  horrors  will  cure  us  of  all 
disposition  to  repeat  the  crime.  The  punishment 
which  the  guilty-  South  and  no  less  guilty  North  are 


be  forgotten  by  either.  And 
punishment  more  justly  allotted  ? —

more  righteously  retributive  ?  ft  fafis  'just'where  it 
should,  and  only  where  it  should.  The  whites  of  the 


two  sections  are  plundering  and  slaughtering  each 
other;  and  in  neither  are  the  blacks  harmed.  The 


South  is  not  aggravating  the  sorrows  of  the  blacks, 
the  North  has  ceased  to  send  them  into  slavery,  and 
is  becoming  kind  to  them.  The  Blaves  are  getting 
their  freedom  without  fighting  for  it.  The  blood  of;

And  however  expedient  it  might  be,  it  nevertheless 
ill  not  be  indispensable  to  build  up  barriers,  statu- .

slavery.  It  will  never  come  hack  to  curse  us.  The 
nation  that  has  tried  slavery  and  abolished  it,  never 
recalls  it.  As  they  who  have  had  the  small-pox  do 
not  have  it  again,  so,  too,  the  nation  that  has  had  the 
infinitely  more  loathsome  disease  of  slavery  does  not 
have  it  again.  The  British  West  India  planters, 
although  they  grumbled  at  some  of  the  workings  of  I 
emancipation,  had  nevertheless  no  desire  for  the 
restoration  of  slavery. 

You  are  “  morally  certain  ”  that  if  the  slaves  shaft 
he  unconditionally  freed,  they  will  he  massacred.  I 
am  greatly  astonished  that  you  are.  My  more  favor¬ 
able  views  of  human  nature  would  not  allow  the 
slightest  suspicion  of  such  diabolism.  And  no  less 
astonished  am  I  that  your  only  preventive  of  the  un- 


-iiative  to  the  class  dwelHng  in  this  modern  parad^e  paralleled  crime  is  for  governmenTto  falHn  with  the 


guilty  and  to  yield  up 
innocent.  How  unlike  are  your  views  of  the  office  of  I 
government  to  those  expressed  by  the  noble  and 
lovely  Paul !  He  would  have  it  “  a  terror  to  evil 
doers  and  a  praise  to  them  that  do  well.”  But  you 
would  have  it  take  sides  with  the  guilty  against  the 
innocent.  A  true  government  goes  for  the  innocent 
at  whatever  expense  to  the  guilty.  A  true  govern¬ 
ment  stands  by  the  least  black  baby  at  whatever 
cost  to  the  millions  of  men  who  would  wrong  it.  A 
true  government  goes  for  justice  without  compromise.

Your  remark  that  “  the  blacks  have  quickly  dis¬ 
appeared  when  emancipated  ”  can  be  accounted  for 
only  on  the  supposition  that  at  the  moment  of  making 
it  you  inadvertently  confounded  them  with  the  In¬ 
dians.  All  writers  are  liable  to  such  confusion.  It 
is  very  true  that  the  Indians  diminish  rapidly.  But 
it  is  as  true  that  the  negroes  do  not  diminish  at  all. 
Whether  bond  or  free,  they  increase  everywhere,  if  I 
we  except  instances  where,  as  on  sugar  plantations, 
they  are  from  purpose  and  policy  worked  to  death. 
They  increase  in  the  West  India  Islands,  and  in  the 
rigorous  climate  of  Canada.  And  even  in  the  North¬ 
ern  States,  where,  by  force  of  cruel  laws,  both  civil 
and  social,  they  are  shut  out  of  respectable  employ¬ 
ments,  places  and  associations  ;  degraded ;  driven 
into  the  narrowest  straits  of  poverty ;  and  driven 
into  the  most  wasting  vices — they  almost  everywhere 
keep  up  their  numbers.  And  this,  too,  notwithstand¬ 
ing  that  at  every  Census  many,  under  that  “  bleaebing 
process  ”  which  goes  steadily  on,  pass  from  the  black 
to  tbe  white  class.  I  must  believe  that  were  the 
Northern  blacks,  instead  of  being  crowded  into  the 
unhealthiest  tenements  of  our  towns,  scattered  through 
the  rural  districts  in  as  large  proportion  as  are  the 
whites,  their  increase  would,  in  spite  of  all  their  dis¬ 
advantages,  fall  little  short  of  that  of  the  whites.  I 
would  say  in  this  connection  that  they  who  argue 
that  the  negro’s  habits  of  improvidence  in  slavery 
hinder  his  thrift  in  freedom,  argue  not  against  setting 
him  free  but  in  favor  of  hurrying  him  out  of 
slavery. 

You  assume  quite  too  much  when  you  say  that  the 
whites  hold  the  lands  of  the  South  by  title  from  the 
Creator.  If  you  mean  only  that  the  climate  of  these 
lands  is  more  favorable  to  the  whites  (though  for  pro¬ 
slavery  ends  the  reverse  is  often  insisted  on),  Tam 
willing  to  let  the  assumption  pass  for  what  it  is 
worth.  But  the  title  to  a  country  growing  out  of  con¬ 
siderations  of  climate  is  very  far  from  being  the  only 
one.  Occupation  is  a  ground  of  title  ;  and  the  title  is 
none  the  weaker  if  the  occupation  be  compulsory 
instead  of  voluntary.  The  earned  title  is  another;, 
and  by  this  most  emphatically  does  the  South  belong 
to  tbe  sweat-and-tear  and  blood-drenched  slave. 
Moreover,  there  is  such  a  thing  as  the  forfeiture  of  | 
title  to  a  country ;  and  in  all  their  generations  the 
Southern  oppressors  have,  by  turning  a  free  country 
into  a  prison  and  its  blessings  into  curses,  repeated 
their  forfeiture  of  all  possible  title  to  it.

I  said  that  the  lands  of  the  South  will  be  held 
mainly  as  now.  But  what  will  the  poor  emanci¬ 
pated  landless  blacks  do  ?  Just  what  the  poor  land¬ 
less  whites  will.  Both  will  have  to  work  for  those 
that  have  land— at  least  until  they  are  able  to  buy 
land.  The  blacks  will  buy  it  fast.  The  African 
evinces  a  peculiarly  strong  love  of  his  “bornin 
grounds,”  and  a  peculiarly  strong  desire  to  have  a 
home  of  his  own.  During  the  brief  period  of  freedom 
in  the  British  West  Indies,  black  men,  to  the  amount 
of  nearly  or  quite  one  hundred  thousand,  have  become 
freeholders.

ATTEMPTED  KIDNAPPING  IN  WASHINGTON. 


THE  KIDNAPPERS  CAUGHT  AND  LOCKED  UP. 

From  The  Washington  Republican,  April  7. 

On  Saturday,  the  camps  of  the  7th  New  York  and 
4th  Pennsylvania  Cavalry,  on  the  Seventh  street 
road,  beyond  the  Park  Hotel,  were  scenes  of  the 
wildest  excitement,  caused  by  an  attempt  on  the 
part  of  two  County  Constables  named  John  H.  Wise 
(late  jailor)  and  Charles  Kemble,  to  arrest  a  free 
negro  man  on  suspicion  of  being  a  runaway  slave. 
The  colored  man  whose  arrest  was  attempted  is 
named  Edward  Sam.  He  is  a  native  of  the  Island 
eman  i  |  0j  Trinidad,  and  has  free  papers,  which  are  certified 
to  by  the  United  States  Consul  at  that  port,  and  also 
by  the  British  Consul  in  this  city.  We  paid  a  visit 
to  both  of  the  camps  yesterday,  and  gleaned  the  fol- 


Fhe  “  Died  Scott  decision  ”  will  no  longer  be  law. 
Men  will  then  buy,  and  sell,  and  exercise  all  the  rights 
of  citizenship,  not  because  of  their  complexion,  but 
simply  because  they  are  men.  They,  who  shall  still 
stand  out  for  the  “  Black  laws  ”  of  Illinois  and  other 
States,  will  rapidly  become  few.  The  denial  to  man¬ 
hood  of  the  rights  of  manhood  will  then  he  seen  to  be 
the  guiltiest  and  the  meanest  crime.  Black  laws, 
cutaneous  democracy,  caste-colonization,  pro-slavery 
sermons,  pro-slavery  editorials,  and  all  that  sort  of 
satanic  brood  will  then  be  at  immense  discount.  The 1 
war  will  cost  us  much  treasure  and  life.  But  as  the 
thunder-storm,  though  with  damage  here  and  there 
from  its  bolts,  is  nevertheless  a  messenger  of  health, 
so  will  the  war,  in  purifying  the  moral  and  political 
atmosphere,  bring  us  some  recompense  for  our  fright¬ 
ful  sacrifices  in  it. 

Will  the  illiterate  and  ignorant  blacks  of  the  South 
be  allowed  to  vote?  Not  unless  the  illiterate  and 
ignorant  whites  are.  There  will  be  no  bounty 
black  skin.  Qualifications  for  voting,  and  in  short 
for  all  political  and  civil  rights  will,  I  trust,  be  at  the 
South  as  in  the  British  West  Indies,  entirely  irrespec- 
ve  of  complexion. 

Alas,  that  the  question  was  ever  raised  :  “  What 
shall  government  do  with  the  blacks  at  the  close  of  | 
the  war?”  Because  of  our  ignorance  and  prejudice 
have  entertained  it,  and  been  embarrassed  by  it. 
Nothing  so  much  as  this  question  has  kept  and  still 
keeps  us  from  prosecuting  tbe  war  unconditionally 
and  thoroughly,  and  therefore  to  a  speedy  and  tri¬ 
umphant  result.  I  admit  that  our  leading  men  are 
concerned  to  have  the  rebellion  put  down.  Far 
greater,  however,  is  the  concern  of  a  large  share  of 
them  to  have  the  slaves  continued  in  their  chains  or 
colonized.  To  these  the  ending  of  the  rebellion,  if  it 
is  to  be  also  the  lifting  up  of  five  millions  of  blacks 
into  fellow-citizens,  would  be  no  joyful  prospect. 

Pardon  me,  dear  sir,  for  expressing  regret  that  you 
_  nt  such  a  letter  to  the  New  York  meeting.  1 
readily  admit  that  most  of  our  statesmen  would  not 
have  written  a  better  one.  They  would  have  written 
a  worse  one  at  some  points.  But  I  believed  that  you 
would  be  able  to  rise  in  this  crisis  above  vulgar 
statesmanship,  and  contrast  yourself  honorably  and 
beautifully  with  its  prejudice,  narrowness  and  super¬ 
stition.  I  did  not  suspect  that,  in  answer  to  the 
thunder  calls  for  the  abolition  of  the  crime  of  crimes, 
you,  too,  would  be  found  proposing  conditions.  I  had 
counted  confidently  on  your  readiness  to  have,  slavery 
struck  down  by  the  war  power.  I  should  even  have 
hoped  that,  for  a  piracy,  and  that  too  the  superlative 
i,  you  would  be  found  to  hold  that  there  is  no  law, 

1  can  be  no  law.  I  could  not  doubt  that,  in  your 
eyes,  no  race  of  men  is  “  common  or  unclean  ” ;  and 
that  even  in  the  one  which  has  been  more  bruised  and 


lowing  particulars  of  the  affair : 

Early  on  Saturday  afternoon  a  hack  containing 
three  persons  was  seen  to  stop  on  the  Seventh  street 
road,  about  half  a  mile  beyond  the  Park  Hotel.  At 
that  point  one  of  the  men  (a  former  sergeant  of  the 
7th  New  York  Cavalry)  got  out  and  stood  in  the 
road.  The  hack  passed  on  a  short  distance  and 
stopped  again  in  front  of  the  camp  of  the  7  th  New 
York.  The  two  men  there  got  out,  and  at  a  given 
signal  from  the  soldier  standing  in  the  road,  pounced 
upon  and  seized  a  negro  man  who  was  within  the 
lines.  The  man  arrested  inquired  the  reason  of  such 

weeding,  when  he  was  informed  by  one  of  the 

Snappers  that  they  were  going  to  take  him  to- his 
master,  as  he  was  a  runaway  slave.  The  colored 
man  told  them  that  he  had  no  master,  that  he  was , 
free  as  they  were,  and  that  he  had  his  free  papei 
which  he  offered  to  produce  if  they  would  relea 
him  and  give  him  time  to  go  after  them.  This  the 
kidnappers  refused  to  do,  and  began  to  drag  him  to 
the  hack,  the  colored  man  all  the  while  protesting 
that  he  was  free,  and  crying  lustily  for  help.  His 
cries  attracted  the  attention  of  a  sentinel  named 
Michael  Hickey,  a  member  of  Company  M,  4th  Penn¬ 
sylvania  Cavalry  (a  squad  of  whom  were  engaged 
in  guarding  some  government  property  near  by), 
who  rushed  to  his  rescue  and  demanded  of  the  kid¬ 
nappers  the  cause  of  the  colored  man’s  arrest. 

He  was  told  by  Kemble  that  the  man  was  his 
slave,  and  that  he  had  come  to  take  him  into  custody. 
The  sentinel,  who  knew  the  colored  man  to  be  free, 
told  them  that  if  they  did  not  release  him  immediately, 
he  would  run  them  through  with  his  sabre,  at  the 
same  time  drawing  his  weapon.  The  kidnappers 
did  not  mind  his  threat,  and  again  attempted  to  drag 
their  victim  to  the  carriage,  but  were  soon  stopped 
by  the  soldier,  who  made  a  thrust  at  one  of  them 
with  his  sabre.  Wise  asked  the  soldier  if  he  knew 
what  he  was  about,  and  if  he  intended  to  place  him¬ 
self  between  them  and  the  law,  to  which  he  replied 
that  he  would  place  himself  between  them  and  h — 11 
sooner  than  that  they  should  carry  off  a  free  man 
into  slavery.  The  kidnappers  professed  to  have  an 
order  from  Provost-Marshal  Porter  giving  them  per¬ 
mission  to  search  any  of  the  camps  around  the  city 
for  runaways,  which,  upon  being  asked  to  exhibit 
they  could  not  do. 

By  this  time  a  large  crowd  of  soldiers  from  the 
surrounding  camps  had  collected  around  the  kid¬ 
nappers,  who  got  into  the  carriage  and  ordered  the 
driver  to  take  them  into  town,  vowing  vengeance 
against  the  sentinel,  who  had  interfered  with  them 
“  while  in  discharge  of  their  duly."  The  sentinel, 
who  was  not  to  be  bamboozled  in  that  way,  how¬ 
ever,  ordered  the  driver  to  halt,  and  the  “  kids  ”  to 
get  out  of  the  carriage  and  accompany  him  to  his

George’s  County,  Maryland,  and  placed  themselves 
under  military  protection — in  other  words,  they  were 
declared  “  contrabands.”  The  family  belonged  to  a 
man  named  William  Bane,  who,  it  is  alleged  by  the 
negroes,  has  been  engaged  in  active  rebellion  against 
the  government.  The  two  single  women  belonged  to 
a  man  named  Bird,  who,  it  is  said,  holds  a  commis¬ 
sion  in  the  rebel  army  in  Virginia. 

A  short  time  after  their  arrival  in  this  city  the 
negro  man’s  wife  was  employed  by  an  old  widower 
in  the  Navy  Yard,  named  Brown,  to  take  charge  of 
his  domestic  affairs,  and  was  assigned  a  small  build¬ 
ing  in  the  rear  of  Brown’s  house  as  a  place  of  abode 
for  herself  and  children.  The  husband  and  the  other 
women  obtained  quarters  in  Duff  Green’s  Row,  on 
Capitol  Hill. 

About  a  week  ago  one  of  the  women  gave  birth  to 
a  child,  and  was  confined  to  her  bed  for  some  days, 
during  which  time  she  was  frequently  visited  by  her 
husband  and  the  two  negro  women,  who  left  their 
quarters  under  passes  signed  by  tbe  authorities  who 
have  charge  of  them.  On  last  Saturday  night,  about 
twelve  o’clock,  while  they  were  on  a  visit  to  the  sick 
woman,  the  door  of  the  cabin  was  broken  open  by 
three  men,  one  of  whom  was  Bane.  The  name  of  the 
other  two  men  are  Robert  and  John  Hunter,  near 
neighbors  of  Bane.  After  getting  into  the  house,  the 
kidnappers  began  to  secure  their  victims  preparatory 
to  removal,  which  was  to  be  effected  in  a  waggon 
which  was  standing  in  the  street,  a  short  distance 
from  the  house.  They  handcuffed  the  man,  leaving 
him  in  the  front  room  on  the  first-floor,  after  which 
the  kidnappers  proceeded  to  the  room  above  for  the 
purpose  of  securing  the  three  women  and  the  children. 
By  some  means  or  other  the  man  who  was  handcuffed 
succeeded  in  opening  the  front  door,  and  escaped  into 
the  street,  crying  with  all  his  might  for  the  police, 
who  soon  came  to  the  rescue. 

The  policemen,  accompanied  by  the  handcuffed 
negro,  returned  to  the  house  and  arrested  the  three 
men,  who  had  already  got  two  of  the  women  into  the 
waggon,  and  were  about  bringing  out  the  sick  woman 
and  children  for  like  disposal.  The  negro  man  and 
the  two  women,  with  the  kidnappers,  were  marched 
off  to  the  Sixth  ward  station-house,  where  they  were 
kept  until  the  next  morning,  when  they  were  all  taken 
before  Provost  Marshal  Doster,  who  ordered  the  ne¬ 
groes  to  be  released,  and  the  three  kidnappers  to  the 
guard-house. 

All  of  the  negroes,  at  the  time  of  their  attempted 
abduction,  bad  passes  signed  by  the  military  author¬ 
ities  stating  that  they  were  under  government  pro¬ 
tection  and  control.  They  exhibited  these  passes  to 
their  would-be  kidnappers,  who  replied,  with  an  oath, 
that  they  did  not  care  for  them,  bidding  them  get 
ready  to  return  to  slavery,  and  to  prepare  themselves, 
when  they  returned  home,  for  a  dose  of  “  cat  o’  nine 
tails.”  _

NEGRO  REGIMENTS.

__  said  that  the  Secretary  of  War  is  considering 
a  proposition  to  garrison  the  recaptured  Southern 
forts  with  negro  regiments  during  the  sickly  season.

A  book  on  the  “American  Union,”  by  James  Spence, 
a  Liverpool  cotton  broker,  is  now  going  through  a 
third  edition.  It  is  full  of  the  suppressio  veri  and  the 
suggestio  falsi,  and  is  one  of  the  ablest,  craftiest  and 
most  dishonest  books  I  ever  met  with.  It  is  studi¬ 
ously  suited  to  the  English  taste,  being  moderate  in 
tone,  lucid  in  style,  and  free  from  all  personalities,  ft 
is  entirely  in  the  Southern  interest,  full  of  hpoeritieal 
hostility  to  slavery,  smooth-tongued,  oily  and  insidious. 
For  an  example  of  his  style,  in  a  letter  he  wrote  to  The 
Times  last  Tuesday,  the  author  speaks  of  “  the  political 
marder  of  the  miserable  man  Gordon,”  leaving  it  to  the 
reader  to  find  out  that  Gordon  was  One  of.  the  most 
ruthless  of  slave-traders,  that  he  was  a  Northern  man, 
and  was  hanged  for  multiplied  murders.  Again,  to 
show  the  animus  of  the  Northern  Generals,  he  says  one 
of  them  called  one  of  the  Southern  Generals  “  a  thief.” 
But  he  omits  to  say  that  the  man  he  spoke  of  was 
Floyd,  who  is,  perhaps,  the  most  stupendous  thief  of 
which  history  makes  mention. 

It  is  undoubted,  as  you  say,  that  the  Southern  ten¬ 
dency  of  The  Times,  Saturday  Review,  etc.,  show  that 
their  articles  must  be  largely  acceptable— hut  remem¬ 
ber  the  lessons  we  have  got  from  tens  of  thousands  of 
American  travellers — remember  the  power  of  King 
Cotton— rememberhow  much  more  skill  the  Southern 
leaders  have  shown  in  at  least  concealing  their  hostility 
while  the  fight  is  going  on— remember  how  soon,  after 
your  struggle  began,  the  Northern  Press  began  to  bully 
and  threaten  us — and  I  think  you  must  admit  that  there 
is  not  much  to  wonder  at,  though  it  is  indeed  exceed¬ 
ingly  to  he  regretted. 

You  cannot  know  and  therefore  cannot  appreciate 
the  efforts  that  have  been  made  on  this  side  to  influence 
public  opinion  in  the  right  direction  ;  nor  how  deeply 
interested  your  friends  are  here  in  every  step  taken  in 
this  struggle  for  the  abolition  of  slavery,  in  the  certain 
assurance  that,  unless  this  be  effected,  the  United  States 
can  never  attain  to  that  true  strength,  glory  and  great¬ 
ness  which,  if  used  wisely  and  with  modesty  toward 
other  countries,  will  he  a  beacon  to  the  oppressed  of  all 
nations  and  a  blessing  to  the  world.

LETTER  FROM  AARON  M.  POWELL. 

MEETINGS  IN  WESTCHESTER  COUNTY,  N.  Y. 

Boontoon,  N.  J.,  April  7th,  1862.

We  held  additional  anti-slavery  meetings  in  West¬ 
chester  County  (N.  Y.)  after  the  date  of  my  last,  at 
PleasantvUle  and  Katonah,  and  were  also  to  have 
spoken  at  Newcastle.  The  commodious  private  school¬ 
room  of  the  Misses  Ferguson  was  kindly  proffered  for 
cur  use  at  Pleasantville,  the  Methodists  (who  have  the 
only  church)  being  unwilling  to  lend  their  countenance 
to  “Abolitionism  ”  to  the  extent  of  allowing  us  a  hear¬ 
ing  in  their  house.  We  had  a  quiet,  goodpneeting,  and 
were  most  hospitably  welcomed  by  the  Pierces. 

Our  excellent  friend  Dr.  Fenton,  at  Mt.  Kisco,  made 
an  appointment  for  us  to  speak  at  Newcastle,  in  a 
Methodist  church,  on  Wednesday  evening  last.

Fellow-citizens  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  : 

The  act  entitled  “An  Act  for  the  release  of  certain 
persons  held  to  service  or  labor  in  the  District  of 
Columbia,”  has  this  day  been  approved  and  signed. 

I  have  never  doubted  the  constitutional  authority  of 
Congress  to  abolish  slavery  in  this  District,  and  I  have 
ever  desired  to  see  the  National  Capital  freed  from  the 
institution  in  some  satisfactory  way.  Hence  there  has 
never  been  in  my  mind  any  question  upon  the  subject, 
except  the  one  of  expediency,  arising  in  view  of  all  the

Illinois  Black  Laws — It  is  sometimes  said  that  the 
Black  Laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois  are  a  dead  letter.  How¬ 
ever  true  this  may  he  of  the  upper,  it  is  not  true  of  the 
lower  half  of  our  State,  as  the  following  recent  facts  will 
show.  A  Methodist  minister  was  hired  by  the  trustees  to 
teach  a  school  in  an  out  district  of  or  near  by  the  town  of 
Salem.  In  that  district  were  some  ■Portuguese  families — 
rt-tofecs,  on  account  of  the  war,  from  Missouri — whose 
children  attended  the  school.  Of  this  the  teacher  was  dis¬ 
tinctly  notified,  and  cautioned  not  to  disturb  them  on 
account  of  their  complexion.  Yery  soon  some  of  the  baser 
sort  began  to  complain  that  “  niggers”  were  admitted  to 
the  school,  and,  in  order  to  appease  them,  this  Methodist 
minister- -I  state  the  fact  simply  of  his  denomination — 
expelled  the  Portuguese  children.  The  trustees  promptly 
dismissed  the  teacher,  and  then  he  comes  into  town  and 
commences  a  suit  against,  not  the  parents  of  the  children, 
but  against  the  darkest  eomplejqoued  and  most  curly- 
headea  brother  of  one  of  the  parents,  for  coming  into  this 
State  contrary  to  the  law  which  forbids  the  ingress  of 
negroes.
